If you were unable to be in Odessa 
last Friday for the Regional Track 
meet, you m issed quite a show. It is 
not often that a school can so com ­ 
pletely dominate a regional m eet the 
way Hamlin did this one. 
Winning the meet with 94 points was 
impressive, but not nearly so im ­ 
pressive as winning seven out of 14 
first places with the best of eight 
districts taking part. 
But along with all of the joy of 
w inning, there was still the sadness of 
defeat too as David Willis hit a streak 
of bad luck and failed to qualify in the 
high hurdles. The heart of every track 
fan there ached for the young Piper 
trackster as he went off the track in 
tears 
This w as the one race that everyone 
felt was already his and it was quite a 
shock to realize that, at least in that 
event, it was all over for this year. 
But the true nature of this out­ 
standing individual and athlete cam e 
out as he cam e back later to run the 
best intermediate hurdle race of his 
career. And fortunately, he is only a 
junior and will have another shot at 
the state title next year. 
Som eone else who had to taste the 
bitter pains of disappointment, was 
Art Lawler, The Abilene Reporter- 
News sportswriter who covered the 
meet. Lawler almost becam e a part 
of the coaching staff at Odessa and 
wrote a real great story about the 
meet only to have a wrong first name 
crop up in the story. His story refered 
to Bill Willis instead of David Willis. 
This is one of the problems of 
newspapering 
som etim es you just 
don’t have tim e to check and double 
check your story. I don’t know if 
Lawler wrote the name wrong or if it 
got m essed up between his writing the 
story and it getting printed, but I 
know that there w asn’t anyone any 
more disappointed when the paper 
cam e out Saturday morning than he 
was.

Under term s of the Junked or 
Abandoned Vehicles ordinance,

Texas license plate, or plates, 
and a 
cu rren t, valid Texas 
D epartm ent of Public Safety 
M otor 
V ehicle 
In sp ectio n 
C ertificate, and which is, also, 
either w recked, 
partially or 
wholly dism antled, inoperative. 
or not equipped with tires a f­ 
fixed to all w heels .”

Abandoned 
Vehicle 
is 
defined as, "Any unattended 
motor vehicle left continuously 
standing, placed or parked on 
any public prem ises, or any 
public street, alley or way, or on 
any private property of another, 
without consent of the owner of 
such private property, for a 
period in excess of 15 days. 
The ordinance em pow ers the 
city to im p o u n d any such 
vehicles or require that they be 
rem oved by the owner. 
l ader the weed control o r­ 
dinance it is unlawful for weeds 
or grass to be perm itted to grow 
higher than 12 inches on any lot 
or block of land within the city 
that is less than two acres in 
size or less than a city block On 
land larger than a city block the 
g ra ss an d w eed s 
m ust

controlled within IOO feet of a

Friday as they swept to a 94 
point victory and qualified six in 
seven events at the State Track 
Meet to he held in Austin May 4. 
Setting new records has been 
the rule rath er than the ex­ 
ception for the highly talented 
P ipers and the Regional m eet 
w as no exception as they laid 
claim to three m ore records 
while running at Odessa. 
The first new record cam e on 
T hursday in the prelim s when 
their sprint relay team of Albert 
McAfee, Johnny Jones, Alfred 
McAfee 
and 
Bill Cork 
was 
clocked at 42 5 This bettered 
the old record of 42.9 set by 
Stam ford in 1971. 
Bill Cork and David Willis 
each picked up the title to new 
records in the finals Friday as 
Cork breezed to 48.0 in the 440 
and Willis w as clocked at 38.6 in 
the interm ediate hurdles 
The 
440 record was one of the o ld est! 
on the books as it was set in 1966 
at 48 6. 
Cork was high individual for 
the Class AA Regional as he 
picked up 30 points with his 6 4" 
jum p in the high jump, his first 
place in the 440 and his anchor 
leg in both the 440 and mile 
relays. He was followed 
by 
Johnny Jones with 25 points for 
his wins in the IOO and 220 yard 
dashes and his leg of the 440 
relay. 
Running in the prelim s on 
T hursday, the Pipers qualified 
a1) of their Regional qualifiers 
into the finals with runners in 
eight of the nine events. Only 
the m ile run did not have a 
green and white Piper com ­ 
peting in it. 
Opening up w ith the 440 yard 
relay, the Pipers defeated a 
strong Ozona team with a tim e
